It is understood and agreed that the sum tendered herewith is a voluntary, 
gratuitous contribution to said fund, which I understand is to be adminis- 
tered in the following manner: 

The Director of the Bureau will appoint a committee which shall 
consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe keeping, and ex- 
pending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to 
the Director of the Bureau in pertinent matters. The Chief Clerk of said 
Bureau shall receive all contributions and account for same to the Director, 

Upon the death of any Special Agent, the appointed committee will 
consider the case and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its 
conclusions. In the event of a finding that the death was by violence in 
line of official duty, appropriate instructions will be issued to the Chief 
Clerk, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the full amount 
of said fund as of the date of death.

It is suggested that an addition be made to that portion of the Manual 
of Instructions, Section 2 - Identification Division, dealing with the Single 
Fingerprint File explaining the Bureau's modification of the special single 
fingerprint classification devised by Inspector Harry Battley of New Scotland 
Yard. 

At the Bureau* s Exhibit at the California International Exposition, San 
Diego, California, and in agent's contacts with local law enforcement agencies 
both law enforcement officials and laymen have frequently asked for an explan- 
ation of the method of classifying a single fingerprint used by the Bureau. 

The increasing public interest in fingerprint work is manifested by these in- 
quiries and it is believed that Bureau Agents would be better qualified to meet 
such inquiries as fingerprint experts if they were acquainted, with the method 
used. An outline of the essential features of the Bureau's method of class- 
ification would not only be an instructive aid and ready reference for Agents 
but would also enable them to keep ahead of the. general knowledge local officers 
are acquiring concerning fingerprint work .

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Suggestion X - Purchase and Assignment of Smaller Automobiles . 

It la suggested that in the event the Bureau contemplate* 
the purchase of nee automobiles that consideration be given to 
obtaining a smaller type of car* 

A- Experience has shown that the Hudsons now' in use In 
many instances cannot be turned around on narrow roads 
due to their length without first searching the road 
for some distance for a suitable place in whloh to turn. 

The writer recently had occasion to locate a witness in 
a Bureau oaae who also was wanted on a local State Charge « 
On arriving in the rural neighborhood where the witness 
wee hiding the writer in driving a Hudson noted the witness 
driving a ford In the opposite direction on the sane 
narrow dirt road* Xn an endeavor to eatoh up with the 
witness It was necessary to drive in the opposite direct ion, 
for some distance before a suitable turning place could be 
found and then due to the length of the rear end of the 
Hudson and of the car In general so much time was lost 
in getting the ear faoed about that It wee impossible to 
catch up with the witness, further due to the length of 
the oar it was necessary to reduce speed on the. numerous 
curves In the vicinity in order to maintain a margin of 
safety to the extent that the witness got away and has 
not as yet been located* 

B- Because of their size the Hudsons are more difficult to 
handle on curves and narrow roads* 

C- The presence of large conspicuous automobiles in rural 
areas invitea local comment and draws attention more 
readily to the presence of a stranger in the vicinity* 

D« The sight of a Government employee driving what appears to 
be a luxurious expensive oar is apt to causa sums 
comment among uninformed taxpayers to the effect that 
cheaper cars are spurned by the Bureau as not being 
" classy " enough.

Suggestion 3- Obtaining an Identifying insignia for Bureau oars for use In raldr 

It la suggested that & leather flap be obtained for all Bureau 
oars on which the words "F.B.il - U.S, Dept* Justice" or some such 
similar identifying insignia could be printed so that In conducting 
raids Bureau cars can be readily identified by local police officers 
and citizens alike and not be mistaken as holdup ears. The leather 
flap could hang on the inside of the driver's door with the printed 
words to the upholstery and could be of the seme oolor as the up* 
hoist ery so as not to be too noticeable when net in use* When put in 
use all that would be necessaiy to do is to lower the door window 
and throw the flap over to the outside of the oar so that the printed 
insignia would mark the car as belonging to a law enforcement organ- 
ization. Flaps , such as suggested, are frequently used by commercial 
salesmen end the general idea is obtained from that source. Hie use 
of such an identifying insignia would necessarily have to be restricted 
to raids or similar emergency purposes and could not bs used for 
parking purposes by agents.

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THE FBI PLEDGE FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS 

Humbly recognizing the responsibilities entrusted to me, I do 
vow that I shall always consider the high calling of law enforcement to be an 
honorable profession, the duties of which are recognized by me as both an art 
and a science. I recognize fully my responsibilities to defend the right, to 
protect the weak, to aid the distressed, and to uphold the law in public 
duty and in private living. I accept the obligation in connection with my 
assignments to report facts and to testify without bias or display of emo- 
tion, and to consider the information, coming to my knowledge by virtue of 
my position as a sacred trust, to be used solely for official purposes. To 
the responsibilities entrusted to me of seeking to prevent crime, of finding 
the facts of law violations and of apprehending fugitives and criminals, I 
shall give my loyal and faithful attention and shall always be equally alert 
in striving to acquit the innocent and to convict the guilty. In the per- 
formance of my duties and assignments, I shall not engage in unlawful and 
unethical practices but shall perform the functions of my office without 
fear, without favor, and without prejudice. At no time shall I disclose to 
an unauthorized person any fact, testimony, or information in any pending 
matter coming to my official knowledge which may be calculated to prejudice 
the minds of existing or prospective judicial bodies either to favor or to 
disfavor any person or issue. While occupying the status of a law enforce- 
ment officer or at any other time subsequent thereto, I shall not seek to 
benefit personally because of my knowledge of any confidential matter which 
has come to my attention. I am aware of the serious responsibilities of my 
office and in the performance of my duties I shall, as a minister, seek to 
supply comfort, advice and aid to those who may be in need of such benefits; 
as a soldier, I shall wage vigorous warfare against the enemies of my coun- 
try, of its laws, and of its principles; and as a physician, I shall seek to 
eliminate the criminal parasite which preys upon our social order and to 
strengthen the lawful processes of our body politic. I shall strive to be 
both a teacher and a pupil in the art and science of law enforcement. As 
a lawyer, I shall acquire due knowledge of the laws of my domain and seek 
to preserve and maintain the majesty and dignity of the law; as a scientist, 
it will be my endeavor to learn all pertinent truth about accusations and 
complaints which come to my lawful knowledge; as an artist, I shall seek to 
use my skill for the purpose of making each assignment a masterpiece; as a 
neighbor, I shall bear an attitude of true friendship and courteous respect 
to all citizens; and as an officer, I shall always be loyal to my duty, my 
organisation, and my country. I will support and defend the Constitution 
of the United States against all enemies, foreign and domestic; I will bear 
true faith and allegiance to the same, and will constantly strive to cooper-

The Director of the Bureau will appoint a committee which shall 
consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe keeping, and ex- 
pending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to 
the Director of the Bureau in pertinent matters. The Chief Clerk of said 
Bureau shall receive all contributions and account for same to the Director. 



Upon the death of any Special Agent, the appointed committee will 
consider the case and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its 
conclusions. In the event of a finding that the death was by violence in 
line of official duty, appropriate instructions will be issued to the Chief 
Clerk, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the full amount 
of said fund as of the date of death.

Pursuant to Miss Gandy* s request this afternoon. relative 
to the preparation tt the letter dated June 9, 1938, to Mr. Joseph 
Kluchesky, Chief of Police, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, I wish to advise 
that the file on Bureau correspondence with Dr. E. Stagg Whit in, 
Chairman, Executive Committee, National Committee on Prisons and 
Prison Labor, New Y 0 rk, New York, was checked preparatory to the dic- 
tation of the letter to Mr. KLuchesky at which time it was noted that 
the file did not contain the report of any express approval on the 
Director *s part of the Parole Conference referred to in Mr. KLuchesky's 
fetter/ 

It is noted that while Dr. Whit in apparently saw the Director 
on Maych 30, 1938, according to the notation placed on Dr. Whitin' s 
letter of March 25, 1938, the Bureau Requested the New Y 0 rk City 
Office to obtain detailed information concerning Dr* Whitin.. In 
view of Dr. Whitin' s letter of .April 29, 1938, it is apparent that 
the Director discussed the Parole Conference with Dr. Whit in on some 
prior occasion — although the files do not contain any reference 
to that discussion nor any indication that the project bad been 
approved by the Bureau. 

It is regretted that the phraseology used in the letter 
to Mr. KLuchesky was not more wisely choeen and I assure you 
definite steps will be taken in the future to prevent the recur- 
rence of this instance.

Mr, McGuire is presently under assignment to 
attend the administrative retraining school , He has 
been assigned to the Seat of Government since October 24, 
1937 in the Crime Records Division , He is single, is 
30 years of age and his mother resides with him in 
Washington* He entered the Bureau as a Special Agent 
on October 7, 1935 , For approximately two months prior 
to coming to Washington he had Number One, Man experience 
at Richmond, Virginia , He has made a number of public 
addresses for the Bureau and has done some lecturing 
before new Agents , He has investigated almost all types 
of cases but has had only limited experience in handling 
bankruptcy work , He has completed only three lessons 
of the accounting course. He is 6 feet 3 3/4 inches 
in height and is underweight , He states this is a 
chronic condition and that he is attempting to gain 
weight but is having difficulty in doing so. He holds 
AB and LLB degrees and is a member of the New York State 
Bar , 

Mr, McGuire makes a good personal appearance , 

He is inclined to be a little effervescent but I believe, 
he is a good prospect for trial as an Acting Special 
Agent in Charge, If he is not selected for one of the 
new offices as a result of his attendance at the 
administrative retraining school, I think he should be 
given experience as a Number One-Man in a rather large 
Bureau office.

While engaged in other official business in the Buffalo F|§ld 
Division recently, X took a* much tine as possible to look over the*' 
Buffalo Field Office. The general setup of the office is good, with the 
Special Agent in Charge's office and the Conference Rooms especially well 
arranged* 



However, the Stenographers* office and the Special Agents' 

Office do not look as neat and buslaaeslike as they night. Ibis la due 
primarily to the fact that the desks of the Special Agents and thedeska 
of the Stenographers ere very much battered and dilapidated looking. 

The tops of the deike are notloeably scarred and marked from several moviags , 
I understand, and all of the desks, I believe are more than six yeare df age. 
They are not entirely compatible with the other neat equipment of Office. 
This la not intended aa a criticism of the general office arrangement 
in the Special Agents* and Stenographers' offices, but of the poor condition 
of the desks and, if possible, 1 recommend that all of the stenographers* 
desks and Special Agents* desks be replaced. The desks In the Special Agents 
in Charge office and the Conference Room are newer, very neat led business- 
like looking.

In one of the Mailer conference rooms is an old, large office 
rug, which detracts considerably from the otherwise neat appearance of 
that particular office. It has either moisture or sunlight stains all over 
it. The nap Is worn down and it presents a very poo* appearance. It is 
my recommendation that this rug should either be replaced or done away ^ 
with entirely. 

In this connection, Special Agent in Charge I. I. McGuire has 
reoently arranged with the Superintendent of the Building to wai the 
floors of the office every so often, which was done during my stay there, 
and this adds to the general neatness of the entire office space. 




The detention room was In good shape, as well as the WWPply 
room, and the gun vaults. The office la supplied with an unwsgply large 
amount of steal cabinets, similar to supply or clothes oabiaepr at the Heat 
of Government and most of the supplies ax's neatly arranged in these eebineti

While In the Buffalo Field Division, X talked to several 
of the Special Ageata end all of the clerical esplo fees and got their 
Idea* concerning various matters Is the office. 

L SUSS UOTT DXXXBX, Stenographer of that off lee, pointed out 

that the absence of the Chief Clerk, HI S3 Ami FKLT «, end another 
stenographer had caused soma of the clerical work to get Into a *anarl" . 
but Mte felt it might be straightened out since Miss Pelt on had returned' 
and since the hiring of another stenographer is contemplated. She 
stated that she mas very much impressed by Special Agent la Charge J. J. 

' McGuire and the manner in which he took hold of the office, which was in 
contrast with the general attitude of former SAC McLaughlin. She gave it 
as her opinion that Mr. McGuire is very efficient end well liked by the 
entire office personnel but that he had not had much chance to make any 
changes in the administrative or executive setup or haadllng of office details. 
She stated he had worked very hard, late at night, and that, in her opinion, 
he should take it a little more easily at least for a few weeks. She stated 
also that he was very pleasant to deal with and very firm. It was her Idea 
* that the transfer of the Albany files to the newly opened office had taken 
considerable of his time. She also called attention to the fast that if was 
quite e job to get adequate clerical help is the Buffalo district and lleve 
It ad her opiniem that the office needed at least one more stenographer which, 
she Understood, wee being obtained or possibly one Stenographer and a 
.. Typist, or a total of two more stenographers. 

**'. HR. ROBSOT K. PRA3H5R, Stanoffreph.r, Buffalo n.ld M^alon, 

who has been with the Bureeu oely ten months, stated that he noticed a 
marked difference between Special Agent is Charge J. y. MoGulre, and former 
Speoial Agent in Charge McLaughlin and that, while he at first thought Mr. 
McGuire was a little tot strict as a disciplinarian, he had re alined that 
thifrwes not true and that McGuire was exceedingly efficient and pleasant 
to deal with, simply requiring certain necessary things of ths olerloal 
employees that McLaughlin had not required. He described him as very capable 
and attributed whet he termed a the Agents* dictation to the fact 

that the Chief Clerk had been out of the office for about two months a^f that 
another stenographer had been away also. He believes that the office Seeds 
at least sue more stenographer and Sight possibly uee a typist to assist • ■ 
the Chief Clerk In her duties. Both Mr. Prather and Miss Pelton Sfatad 
they . did not think the present scheme of having the agents dictate after 
\ hours was successful in the Buffalo off lee since the agents wejgp often

£ v field Division, aiatad she eould use assistance and that If she had 
some assistance, for instance, from a typist, in the handling of the 
Chief Clerk's duties, Hie could do more stenographic work than she near 
doss, which She would like to do, if possible. She stated that, It 
was her opinion that possibly two stenographers ware needed, including 
the one she understands, is to be hired shortly, or one stenographer 
and one typist might suffice. When It was pointed oat that some of the 
agents had been transferred to the Albany district and many of the cases . 
had been moved, she stated that ones the office was caught up. It was 
possible that, with one additional clerical employee, the clerical force 
would be able to do the Job efficiently. 

She spoke very highly of Special Agent in Charge 1. J. McGuire 
and stated that, although she had only been back to the Buffalo office for 
a few days, he Impressed her as a good administrator and executive, and 
was extremely efficient. 

Hiss Mary M. Sterne, Stenographer, as set out above, indicated 
that the agents were too tired under the present stagger plan of dictation, 
to dictate as efficiently as In the past and that their dictation was not 
nearly so good and that the dictation at these hours caused a log jam, 
upon occasion, seme of which was due to the fact that the Chief Clerk was 
away , assisting at the Albany office, and one stenographer had also been 
absent. She thought that one additional stenographer and a typist would 
be needed to clear up the work and to keep It In good shape. She stated 
that SAC X. 1. McOOXKK impressed her as having lota of executive ability, 
was wen liked by the entire office force but was, at the same time, firm 
In his decisions and instructions, end had had no time to make administrative 
or executive changes. 

Xt IS my opinion that at least one additional stenographer Is 
badly needed In the Buffalo office and X understand from SAC HcGOIHE that 
this stenographer will probably be Obtained shortly. 

Xt Is my opinion that an additional typist could probably be 
employed, at least for e temporary period, until the work of the office 
is caught up and at that time it could be determined whether this 
additional typist should be kept permanently. Unless further work comes

I am attaching hereto the original and^four copies 
of a statement taken today from Agent in Charge-mcGUIRE of 
the New Haven office relative to Agent in Charge STEVENS' 
conduct at Burlington, Vermont on September 4th and 5th* 

Agent in Charge McGUIRE has made a very honest 
and fair statement in this connection. While he did not 
make a proper statement to me after my telephone conversa- 
tion, nevertheless he did today make a full and what I be- 
lieve to be an honest statement. 

/ 

I, therefore, recommend his demotion as an Agent 
in Charge and a suspension for thirty days for his failure 
to properly notify the Bureau of the conduct of another 
Agent in Charge at a convention. 
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Statement taken from Special Agent in Charge HcGUIHE of the New Haven 
Field Office at Albany, New York December 16, 1940 by Inspector J, S. 
EGAN in connection with the conduct of former Special Agent in 
Charge STEVENS of the Albany office while in attendance at the New 
England Chiefs of police convention at Burlington, Vermont on Septem- 
ber 4th and 5th. 



Q. Mr .M cGUIRE, you were in attendance both of the above days at 

Burlington, Vermont, were you not? 

A* Yes, sir, I was. 

Q. You observed former Agent in Charge STEVENS on numerous oc- 
casions during those two days, did you not? 

A* Yes, sir, I did. 

Q. During any of those days or nights, was former Agent in 

Charge STEVENS drunk or conducting himself in such a manner 
that would be prejudicial to the Bureau? 

A. Yes, he was. 

Q. Do you care to elaborate on that? 

A. Yes, I do. My observations of STEVENS were that he was 

inattentive to the duties that he should have been perform- 
ing at the convention in that, first, he did not mingle with 
the Chiefs of Police in contacting them, second, he was bent 
on haying more personal pleasure and recreation at the con- 
vention than on performing official duties, third, that he 
engaged in drinking to the extent that his over joviality so 
clouded his mind that he was, in fact, drunk* In this lat~ 
ter connection, STEVENS was not, as far as I can truthfully 
recall, overboisterous or noisy or objectionably drunk with- 
in the ordinary, accepted meaning of that word, but he was 
sufficiently drunk to create comment reflecting upon the 
Bureau. He drank too much for any Bureau representative. 
Fourth, while at the convention STEVENS was in the company 
of a woman from the radio station, whose name I do not re- 
call. I saw him with this woman several times in particular) 
most notably the first occasion was on the first night of the 
convention, along about one o'clock in the morning, when

SAG PETERSON, Agent WOOD and several Chiefs and the writer, 
after standing in front of the Hotel Burlington for approximate, 
ly an hour and 15 minutes conversing with many of the Chiefs 
who were also standing out in front, walked up the street to 
a restaurant on a comer for a cup of coffee, and passing up 
the street X noticed Agent in Charge STEVENS sitting in the 
front seat of an automobile with this woman* He was with this 
same woman again the following night at the banquet, and he 
left the banquet during the middle of the meal with this 
woman, apparently going upstairs for a drink in one of the 
rooms of the hotel* I did not see STEVENS or the woman again 
up until the time I left for the train at Essex Junction 
close on to midnight that second night* I did not know where 
STEVENS and this woman went but they must have been missing

Q* Did you discuss this drunkenness on the part of STEVENS 
or this running around with this Mrs* BERGEN of the radio 
station with PETERSON or Agent WOOD? 

A* Yes, I did* I discussed this with WOOD, but not with 
PETERSON* I remarked to Agent WOOD on the boat on See 
Champlain the second day of the convention that STEVENS 
was having a time for himself, and again the second night 
at the banquet, at the time STEVENS left the hall, when I 
again approached the subject with the remark to Agent WOOD 
that STEVENS was certainly enjoying his recreation,' I had 
asked Agent WOOD who the woman was, and it was impression 
from WOOD'S reply that this woman was an employee of a radio 
station where STEVENS had previously given broadcasts and 
that she was a friend of the Chief at Burlington, 

Q. Did you at any time take up with Agent WOOD the over indulgence 
in liquor of STEVENS during the convention? 

A* No, I did not* I did not think it appropriate to discuss 
with the subordinate of STEVENS' own office. 

Q* Did you discuss this with PETERSON? 

A. No, sir, I did not*

Q. What was your reason for not discussing it with PETERSON? 

A. Frankly, I did not discuss this with PETERSON, first, because 

I did not know PETERSON well enough, secondly, my impression was 
that STEVENS' drinking, while sufficiently aggravated for a rep- 
resentative of the Bureau, did not seem to me nearly as .over- 
indulgent as the drinking engaged in by a number of the Chiefs 
at the convention* 

Q. Were you ashamed as a Bureau representative of the conduct of 
STEVENS during this convention as to the drinking and running 
around with this woman? 

A* Yes, sir, X was. 

Q* Did you make any written report or oral report to the Bureau 
of your attendance at this convention of the New England Chiefs 
of Police? 

A. No. We had agreed that PETERSON would make the report, because 
PETERSON had a talk to make up there and the officers that were 
elected for the coming year and the secretary, who had the 
minutes of the convention, including resolutions, etc., live 
in PETERSON'S district* For that reason, PETERSON was to make 
the written report to the Bureau, which he did. 

Q. Don't you think that, in all fairness to the Director and the 

Bureau, you should have personally reported the conduct of Agent 
STEVENS to the Director? 

A. I do. 

Q. Have you any explanation to offer why you didn't, as an official 
of this Bureau? 

A* I have no explanation to offer, 

Q. On Friday, December the 13th I called you at New Haven and I 
told you that I had made an investigation of former Agent in 
Charge STEVENS and that I had found that he had been drunk at 
Burlington on September 4th and 5th, and I asked you to submit 
a statement in writing, and I told you frankly that, because 
you have made one mistake, not to make another one, and to 
give me the facts relative to STEVENS, did I not? 

A. You did. 
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Q. Why didn*t you in your memorandum to me dated December the 13th 
tell me the facts as you have today rather than cause me to 
send for you to New Haven? 

A* The information I gave you was tothe best of my recollection, 
Mr. EGAN, and it is only since being here with you this morning 
that the real status of the situation has been clear. I have 
made no attempt, Mr. EGAN, to hide or cover up anyone. 

Q. Did you, after I called you, discuss this with Agent PETEESON 
before you submitted a memorandum? 

A* I did not, sir. 

Q. Is there any further explanation you desire to make to the 

Director regarding your not calling to his attention the con- 
duct of Agent STEVENS at Burlington, Vermont in September? 

A* I very much regret, and I frankly admit I have been remiss in 
reporting this incident. I realize it should have been report- 
ed immediately. I realize further that my loyalty to the 
Bureau demands that such incidents be reported. Should I ever 
again at any time be permitted, as a representative of the 
Bureau in any capacity, witness conduct of this nature, I 
will not hesitate to personally advise the Director. 

Q* Have you been given every opportunity to make a full and 
complete statement relative to your knowledge of the facts 
contained herein? 

A. Yes .

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X touay saw Special agent in Charge McGuire •. of the New 
Haven Field Office vdth reference to the setters which he had 
mimeographed and sent to 94 bums in his die tricks inquiring con- 
cerning the accounts of foreign governments * I tola Mi'. McGuire 
that this is the most astrocious blunder this bureau has ever made. 

I toid him that the investigation of the funds of foreign governments 
is highly delicat and one of the most confideutiar items we are 
working on. I toxd him that if one of these letters got out. it courd 
bring on war between the United States and any of the governments 
mentioned, since it wouxa be am^le reason to break off aipxomatic 
relations with this country. I told him that tne president haa en- 
trusted the intelligence work to us because h bexievea v* haa the 
judgment, intelligence ana common sense to take c^re of it alyxo- 
maticaliy. X told him that -,ne of the b^nks had arentiy referred the 
letter to the Chairman of the Federal deserve Boara, wno, in turn, 
haa communicated with the beeretary of the Treasury, pho, in turn, 
hxd oommunicetted with the Bureau. I toxd him that I naa also received 
caixs from the State Department ana the white House protesting con- 
cerning this. 

By way of ex.,xunation, Mr. McGuire stated that they only 
had one day to 4j et the information for the Bureau; that tney covered 
Hhode Island oy ersonax contact. He stated they had over two hundred 
bums in the btate of Connecticut ana he had ~nly three agents to a sign 
to the type of work. He said that as many banks as they couia, tney 
contacted personally. He said he tuen contacted the State Bankers 1 
Association of Connecticut, who furnished him the list of 34 banks, to 
which banks he sent the mimeographea form letter. 

I told Mr. McGuire that tnis had b^-en atrociously handled. 
First, before sending out any such form letter , he should ha^e teiephonea 
the Bureau. I ex^ lamed to him at length the extremely poor judg- 
ment ne used in putting such a request in vjritiag. I ex A gained to 
him how, if the requests haa been arm, »*e woula be left with an •out” 
Second, I told him that iu tne three months the Hew Haven Office has 
been open, he should have made contacts in the banks; that the bunks 
have always been one of uur best contacts nd he should nave hau u con- 
tact in each city l-o that he couxd have called a few key persons in 
banks who couxa have furnished us the desired information. I tola him 
of the possibilities which now exist that the letters might get in the 
hands of the press, or of a gruUp who might use the subject matter as 









a political issure, or that one of the banks might be controlled by 
an American citizen of foreign extraction, who fright go so far as to 
turn the information over to a foreign government. I expressed to 
Mr. McGuire my extreme displeasure over the haucuing of the entire 
matter . 

Mr . McGuire stated that there have been -Large demands u^on 
his office and each agent has ba-n working extremely hard. X told 
him I do not doubt this for a moment, and, in fact, I have assumed 
this to be true. I told him, however, I was criticising him for his 
.lack of evaluation of the things that ought to be done first. I 
toid him ive are not judged by how hard we work, but rather by the- 
mistakes we make and what we have not, done. I toid him that contacts 
with the unks should have been one of the things he aid first when 
assuming the position of Special agent in Charge in New Haven. I told 
him it stands to reason that the bak is the Key to the whole picture 
wnen you need factual financial evidence; that you can get a tio that 
a person is a propagandist from his bank records, that is, vdure tne 
money is coming from, the checks he draws, the deposits that are made 
on certain dates, and I toid him that the Hints' have aiways been buj-warks 
of support, whether we are working on propaganda »orx or general criminal 
\7ork. 

I told Mr. McGuire that I wanted to know before he left the 
city how many letters are still outstanding; that I wanted every letter 
returned to us and I wanted him to telephone long distance immediately 
and see that this is done. I told him, however, that he possibility 
ex ists that some of the banks might make a photostatic copy of 
the letter Before returning the original to us,

It tauet be remembered th at I told this Agent in 
Charge exactly what X knew about S'lEVENS# when I called him# 
and he has rambled on for# as X have stated above# four and 
a half pages without Gay in g anything, although STEVENS has ad- 
nit ted and Agent >;x>D has stated that STEVE!© was drunk at 
this convention and this 'was talked over by WOOD, PETEkSOH 
and HcQUHOS. 

X question tho value of having an Agent in Charge 
Such as th±o attending a convention and making contacts, if 
ho is aa dumb as he appears to be about the condition of an 
Agent in Charge from another district, or he i s lying. In 
the first place, he should have reported STKVERB* activity 
iiosediately to the Bureau# if he was honest and loyal to the 
Bureau. 



X recommend that this Agent in Charge be suspended 
for a period of ten days and that lie be instructed In the 
future to tell the truth when he is called upon to make a 
statement relative to a matter with which he is and wan en- 
tirely familiar*

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In accord with your telephonic conversation with 
the 'writer this morning I wish to advise that to the best 
of my recollection the following incidents occurred at . 
Burlington, Vermont during the period September 4th and 
5th, 1940 vrhich it is hoped may bo of assistance to you and 
the Bureau# , . 

Particular reference is made to the evening of 
September 5, *940 when the final meeting and banquet session 
was held at tho Hotel Burlington at 7*30 P.tS* prior to the 
adjournment of the annual convention of the Now England 
Association of Chiefs of Police# During that afternoon the 
convention group went on a boat trip across Lake Champlain 
then by bus to Ausable Chasm, returning via the same route. 

During that afternoon tho writer mingled with various Chiefs 
paying particular attention to those representatives from 
Connecticut and Rhode Island# 

Dr# CARLETON SIEON of New York was with the Writer 
a good deal of the afternoon and in the course of strolling 
about the boat it was noted that SAC GEORGE STEVENS of Albany 
was spending most of hie time on tho boat dance floor with 
various wives and daughters of the delegates in attendance. 
t hen he was not dancing he was In the stateroom that had a 
bar set up in it by Chief ARTHUR THALACKHR, IJPA graduate of 
Burlington, Vermont, who was host to tho convention# 

As were most of those in attendance, STEVENS 
was participating in drinking but ho did not appear at any time 
I saw him, to be under the influence of alcohol or to be 
boisterous or unbecoming in Conduct, There was no doubt, however, 
that ho appeared to be having a very good tire and my only 
personal reaction was that since the purpose of his being at 
the convention was tho sane as nine, and same as SAC Peterson 
of Boston, that more effort should have been exerted on his 
part to be out making contacts with the Chiefs, whore it could 
do the Bureau some good. 
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This was mentioned indirectly to SOTSBS and the 
reply was to the effect that only four ,'or five Vermont officials ' 
wore in attendance and that he already* knew these individuals ' 
very well, inferring it was up tor PRISON and the writer to 
take care of the representatives from "the Now England states 
covered by the Boston and Hew Haycn Offices. 1 L

STEVENS companions during this . afternoon included . 
1^5. ARTHUR TlIAUCKSE, MRS. PP.AHIC h r OOD, a girl from the Burling- ' 
ton Chamber of Commerce whose name I do not recall and- if 
memory serves me correctly, a woman who worked .at the local- radio 
station at Burlington, whore STEVENS had previously given Bureau 
radio interview** * " ' ■/“ ' 

There were only three or four other couples dancing 
and I believe they were the wives of -tho UABONiT boys, whose 
father is Chief of Police at Springfield, Massachusetts. I 
do not knew the name of tho woman from the radio station' but 
1 do recall seeing SUITERS with hor on several occasions during 
tho course of the convention and it is ry impression that when 
the boat docked at Burlington, STgtfSUS left the dock in this 
woman T a car supposedly I thought, to return to tho Burlington 
Hotel where STEVENS was staying* 

The writer, SAC PATERSON and Special Agent and 
1XS. FRANK ROOD left the dock in Agent STOOD’ s automobile going 
to Agent VJCOB’s home in order to clean up prior to going to the 
Hotel Burlington for the banquet that night* It is my impression 
that just prior to leaving tho dock STEVENS Invited the group 
up to his room at tho hotel for a drink prior to going to the 
banquet. Mono of those persons accepted and it is ray impression 
that tho writer personally, told ST.AJENS that ho would soe him 
at the banquet prop or. 

It is pointed out hare that both SAC PVTERSQN and 
the writer occupied the same room at ono of tho rooms in the 
house Agent Troon lives in and since we were not living at the 
hotel wo r eturned with Agent V.OOD to his house to pack our grips 
and put than in Agent T OOD's automobile, since both PETERSON and 
I had reservations to leave Burlington on the evening train 
sometime during the course of the banquet. 

It was not PiTIKSOlI's nor ny intention to remain 
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arid dan co that followed since the work of tho convention had 
boon completed up to that point* 

Upon returning to tho Hotel Burlington at about 
7*30 SAC pnrascu, m. and :iiS. rmz ROOD and the writer 
properly got a table at tho door of the banquet room 30 we could 
slip away to make our train* Agent ROOD was to drive PKThR3GH 
and 1 over to tho next town whore tho s tation was located* 

Both PHXEESQU and the writer had our backs to tho speakers* 
table and tho main portion of tho banquet hall. From this 
position it was not possible to sea where STIVES vms sitting 
but it was my understanding from Agent 7/00D, who was facing the 
direction where S7RV3JS was sitting, tliat ' S7EV1KS was at Chief 
ARTHUR THALACm* s tablo at the far end of the hall and that 
HRS* 7PALACKER, tho girl from the Chamber of Commerce previously 
mentioned and the girl from tho radio station were among those 
at that table. I do not recall tho identity of others at that 
particular table since it 7/ao out of ny sight. 

X do recall, however, that during the courso of 
the dinner, at about that point whore tho main courso was 
boing solved. Agent ROOD remarked that CTOTirjS was leaving the 
hall. Ho made some remark to tho effect that "there goes the 
boss" (STCVSUS). Both ?0TEK30n and X had to turn around in 
our chairs to look toward tho door arid as I did so, I eaw 
STIATgUS leaving tho banquet hall with a woman. I did not 
sea who she was but assumed it was one of the party from 
7IlALACX3R f s table and it was my impression that it was the 
girl from the radio station. 

Agent ROOD made some, remark to tho effect that they- 
were probably going up for a drihk,, moaning I assumed and under- 
stood, going up to room. I do not recall cooing Si'KVKTTS 

thereafter in the banquet hall. 

A number of people attending the banquet were coming 
in and out of tho hall all during tho evening, apparently leaving 
to do some drinking as ho invitation to come up and have a 
drink was being voiced about quite generally. 

Shortly after the dinner was over and the speeches 
completed, a program was started. Since R.T J130H and I had 
about another twenty minutes for train tire, we, together with 
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Special Agent and Jilts. FRANK \700D moved to a vacant table 
nearer the entertainment center to get a hotter view of a 
magician who wa3 performing. The remnants of TILALACKER's 
party were ahead of us at the next table and I do not recall 
seeing STTVENS nor the radio station girl being there, nor 
do X recall seeing them at any subsequent point. 

Shortly thereafter, while the banquet and enter- 
tainment was still in session, Agent T70QD took SAC PIERSON 
and the writer in his car to the next town where wa caught 
the train for Boston and New Raven respectively* 

It was my impression that STEVENS had intended to 
remain over-night at Burlington and to proceed to Albany 
the following day. 1 wish to point out that I was in 
STEVENS room once during the entire convention and that was 
at luncheon hour on the opening day of the convention. Re 
had some liquor there and was entertaining two or three of 
tho Vermont Chiefs of Police. 

On the last day of the convention I was ■ not in 
STEVENS room nor was I in his room on tho night of tho 
banquet, nor did I have any reason to go up there. 

STEVENS had mentioned to me at one time during the 
convention that there wan always a crowd in his room and I 
assumed that when I left tho banquet ho had invited some of the 
delegates up to his room. 

Very frankly the thought would have not occurred to 
me that STEVENS Would have gono up to tho room with a woman- 
unless several others were accompanying him* Although, X 
admit it did seen inappropriate to leave in the middle of 
a banquet for a drink, particularly when drinks wore served 
at the dinner* 

This was the first big police convention the writer 
attended, and I found getting around making contacts, trying, 
to sell the Bureau, w rt .s work and X wondered how STEVENS could 
be having such a good tine and still be doing a job. W first 
reaction was that possibly I, wash* t going about this type
